A Trading Stamp Opinion. 


The trading stamp problem is one that 


has been agitating the minds of Bristol 
merchants for some time, and as a result 
of careful deliberation and co-operative 
action the dealers united and have agreed 
to quit the practice of giving stamps 
The following article taken from News- 
paperdom, B journal published in tbe in- 
teiests of newspaper publishers) will be 
of local interest at the present time: 


It is pleasing to note that a great many 


newspapers have taken up the trading 
stamp question with results, while great- 
er ones are promised. Information comes 
to Newspaperdom that in many towns 
the mercliants are giving serious study to 
tbe question of advertising as against the 
use of stamps, as trade indueers. In 
many cities the merchants have become 
interested to the point of holding well-at- 
tended meetings. 


There seems to be, however, tome feel- 


ing that tbe trading-etamp people may 
ttart opposition stores to offset thoae giv- 
ing up trading stamps. This is all bum- 
bug, - Newpapers can convince their local 
people that their business men are the 
jnes Jo patronize . They can make plain 
the reason why such stores were started— 
as a spite against such busiuess men as re- 
fused to be bulldozed into doing some- 
thing against theK- free will. 


Then, on the other bond,there has been 


talk, among some ot tbe trading stamp 
companies of starting 
newspapers in 


owns where the papers have dared to say 
their souls were their own. This is more 
nonsense. 


Tbe stamp people are simply throwing 


a bluff. What good would a newspaper 
be to them if the people thorughly under- 
stood tbe entire question? The people of 
iny community are not in the habit of 
forsaking their stores and newspapers 
at the beck and call ol entire stiangerg— 
and especially so, when the strangers have 
a grievance or an axe to grind on tbe pub- 
lic grindstone. 


Tbe people of this country have nOt 


gone completely daffy, thanks to good- 
ness. They recognize the right and wrong 
of every question, Snd in nine cases out 
of ten they act sanely and correctly. 


The newspapers which have commenced 


the convincing of merchants that the 
newspaper lathe logical business-tiringing 
promoter,should go after the stamp ques- 
tion good and hard. Such newspapes as 
have held off, should get to work and con- 
vince the local merchant that in news- 
paper space there is traceable return for 
every dollar spent, which is not true in 
the casa of stamps. 
When a business 


man buys a book of stamps to give his 
customers, he never knows how many 
have, or have not, been used by his pat- 
rons. When be buys a column of news- 
paver space, he knows what the return 
has been through increase over normal 
sales. He can measure up bis space, 
too. If he is short an Inch or two, be 
knows it. But with the stamp proposi- 
tion it is entirely different. All he knows 
it that he has paid tbe stamp people's 
price for a book of stamps. He never 
knows bow many a.re redeemed. It is a 
notorious fact that tome of the insurance 
companies make thair greatest pro tit 8 out 
of policies never carried ont by purchas- 
ers.

PKOM A CHILD'S POIKTOF VIEW—warn KN iiv 


A Lime MUS wiio ms raiBNua AND KFI.I-

The following essay was written by a 


little girl, whose relatives live in Bristol, 
»nd who hue visled here. She is twelve 
years of age, the composition is just as 
was written without any suggestions or 
help from older persons. The child sur- 
prised the mother by handing the parent 
her witten views of mothers in general. 
Oontldering the age of the writer it is a re- 
markable composition. It is as follows: 


Mothers as regarded by their children 


are extremely curions and cause a great 
deal of amusement among their children. 
Every mother has different views, opin- 
ions and ideas, as to how to bring up her 
children and I flnd imny case that their 
views are constantly changing and tbe 
consequence naturally is that for several 
months the child has to endure a new 
fad until either a better or worse (alas!) 
is discovered. 


For instance, a mother that has been 


travelling on her return home immediate- 
ly re-arranges her children's hair after the 
latest fashion in whatever country she has 
been staying, or tries a new method of 
education that has particularly attracted 
her notice, or attempts to convert her 
family rules to those of the family she 
has recently left. Now, although she 
maybe unconscious of the fact (owing to 
the extreme politeness and patiooco of 
Tier husband and children) theee me ex- 
ceedingly tiring and only persons with a 
great amount of endurance can endure 
them till they undergo a change. And 
again, mothers are much too fussy. 
They bother the children about washing 
their hands more than, three times a 
•Jay! I consider three times the limit 
and always feel that 1 am becoming hope- 
lessly civilized if I do so. Why worry 
the children to wear gloves, come punc- 
tually to meals, get up at some unearthly 
hour, practise 2 hours a day and endless 
tormenta? If I put that question to my 
mother I invariably get tiie same reply 
(with a sweet but exceedingly aggravat- 
ing smile) "because I love you, dear, and 
you wouldn't like me to let you grow up 
like a street-child, would you?" Now 
what can a child do then? Is it not hope- 
less to bring a mother round to a reason- 
able view? Utterly I 


Then again, a mother is 'too fond of 


choosing her child's friends for h«r. For 
instance, she goes out visiting, and the 
lady't child is brought 
forth 
neatly 


dressed, bands and face clean, gentle 
grown up manners, quiet, obedient, res- 
pectful, doing exactly the right thing, 
saying exactly the correct speech, wearing 
exactly the angelic expression! and in 
fact altogether abominable. The friend 
immediately gets charmed and considers 
this child a fitting companion for her 
children, who alas! are not so perfect 
and consequently far more loveable and 
interesting. 
Well, these children heroic- 


ally-endure long lectures upon their sins 
and long reproachful glances, and hear 
over and over again this other child 
praised to the skies. Is it but small won- 
der that they object to their mothers 
finding their friends? 


And yet again, mothers object to their 


children being young for their years and 
if« girl of fourteen is discovered with five 
or six marbles In her pocket—(as In my 
case) the mother teases her unmercifully 
as being a "baby"—and yet can any one 
call it very unlike a child to sit down and 
cry because she cannot be placid and se- 
date like other women I Is not that a 
true proof of mothers small weaknesses! 
and acknowledging these weaknesses is it 
possible that a mother can expect a child 
to give up marbles for the sake of dig- 
nity? Well it IS possible bnt it might 
not be so. 


And one final word: I flnd that moth- 
ers, In a fit of generosity, otten say to 
their child, "Now you can choose which 
dress you like, dear." The child over- 
joyed chooses one which she considers 
pretty and though she gives her opinion 
quite reasonably, tbe mother answers in 
an abseot-mirded way, and ends by buy- 
ing the stuff which SHE considers the 
best; so though her intentions are good 
in letting the child choose, her actions in 
not carrying out her intentions are bad. 
S Now I am sure that this essay will give 
one the impression that my mother and 
I are enemies I Not at all. I do not 
mean to say that MY mother has ALL 
tbe faults although she IS over-tussy, 
but she asked met to write my true opin- 
ions about mothers iu general and I 
have done so.

this queer old world perhaps the wolrd-

In Chile, for Instance, the air Is so 


drj that It is nlmost Impossible for a 
body to decompose In tbe ordinary 
wa>. Here and tbore In tbe mountain! 
or un the plains one may discover a 
body that has been clay for several 
yours, but has no more returned to 
dual than to life. 


There Is literally a "valley of dry 


bone*" not far from Valparaiso where 
• tattle w«s fought during the Balma- 
ceda troubles. Here may be seen today 
bodies of men and horses scattered 
among the rocks that are like nothing 
so much as Egyptian mummies, sbriv 
•led by tbe fierce sun and embalmed 
by the natural dry atmosphere. 


1 lils Is not, strictly speaking, "a val- 


ley of dry bones," but that there is a 
real one In Ceylon no one who has vis- 
ited that Island can doubt for a mo- 
mei t 
II is a peculiar fact and one 


which Is borm) out by the testimony of 
tho English planters In Ceylon that 
wbm an eleobant feels Its last hour 
approaching A will if permitted to do 
co escape Into tbe Jungle to die. Once 
the nick elephant gets away it is never 
•ecu again. Where they go to is the 
problem. 


It is absolutely certain that they 


must go somewhere, and therefore as 
they vanish so mysteriously in the 
hour of death one cannot but give 
credence to the tale wblcb Is often 
brought down from the hills by the 
Tamils and Cingalese 


According to these people, there is a 


"valley of dry bones" near Talawakele, 
whli-h Is about twenty-five miles south 
of Kandy, the old capital of the 1s- 
lan I 
This valley, to be correct. Is 


•alii to be a vast underground tunnel, 
with numerous but difficult to find en- 
tra1 cos and exits. 
Such places are 


common in Ceylon, but the particular 
ca\ <• where the elephants go to die has 
ne\<r been discovered, though nuiner 
ens expeditions have sought for it 


In view of the fact that the ele- 


phants do disappear when they are 
about to die It seems probable that 
•cine such place does exist on tbe is- 
Ikml, for it is certain that the groat 
umUeldy beasts do not swlui across 
the gulf of Mannar. The person who 
find* this elephant sepulcuer will prob- 
abl.\ reap a fortune in Ivory. 


Another strange place exists as a 


real "valley of dry bones" in tbe is- 
land or Jamaica, West Indies. Of 
course there 1» a legend attached to it, 
but here ar* tbe hard facts and an 
actual description of the valley itself. 
It IN situated near tbe CunacnoH gap, 
In 1be Maroon country, at the eastern 
eitiemlty-of the Island. This region is 
clot lied in primeval forest, and the fact 
that rain falls on un average twelve 
hours a day all the year round gives 
the Jungle a luxuriant green vegeta- 
tion not to be found elsewhere But 
this valley, though situated right in 
the heart of the "wet country," is bare 
of lt*f and life. 


The limestone rock is white and hot. 


Gin at trees that seem to have been 
blighted suddenly stand up all gaunt, 
white and dead. The valley h sheltered 
from the wind and the first force of the 
rainstorms. 
As a consequence this 


•tin age ravine is silent, unmolested 
ami quite dry. 


The weird feature la that, although 


vegetation seems to have been dense 
aero In former years, nothing will 
grow now. Nature bos come to a corn- 
plot o standstill. During the hot season 
the temperature of the valley Is almost 
.iinlx-arable, and it is visited by seismic 
dlsturuances that cause the dead trees 
and dry hot stones to rattle like dry 
tootles; hence the name tbe valtey has 
acquired.

Blie used to throw cayenne pepper In 
their ey«« nod afterward stick cactus 
needles into their bodies just for (port 
Due nfcht tbe slaves revolted and 
burned tbe plantation bouse to the 
ground. Tbe woman managed to es 
cape In an open boat to Jamaica, 
where she nought refuge from her ene- 
mies In the heart of the Jungle 


Here t-he developed a mania for col 


lectlng nil «ort8 and conditions of cats. 
When she bad procured a multitude of 
the feline tribe she amused herself by 
torturing them. The legend has It that 
every night the demoniacal shrieks of 
tbe woman and the cries of the cats 
w>re to be beard even In tbe Maroon 
villages. But one nlgbt a severe earth- 
quake <ame and swallowed up the

EXCHEQUER TALLIES. 


Wood** ateanr That Wai at O»e 


Ti«M Carrent lav Bncland. 


Wooden money in tbe shape of ex- 


chequer tallies was current prior to. 
the establishment of tbe Bank of Eng- 
land in 1694. Tallies was toe name 
given to the notched sticks formerly in 
use in England for keeping the ac- 
counts of the exchequer 
They were 


square rods of hazel or willow, in- 
scribed on one side with notches Indi- 
cating the sum for which the tally was 
an acknowledgment and on two-other 
sides with tbe sum in Roman charac- 
ters. 


When the transaction was completed' 


the tal'y recording it was split length- 
wine, so that each section contained a 
half of each notch and one of the writ- 
ten sides. One half, called the tally, 
or check, was given to tbe person for 
whose service it was intended, and the 
other half, called the counter tally, 
was retained in the exchequer until its 
corresponding tally should be brought 
in by the person who had last given 
value for It. 


It thus became a current token rep- 


resenting cash. 
After the establish- 


ment of the Bank of England govern- 
ment payments were made through its 
agency. The use of tallies in the ex- 
chequer was abolished by statute 23, 
George III. The old tallies were by 
acts 4 and 6, William IV., ordered to 
be destroyed, and it was burning them 
that caused the conflagration by which 
tbe old houses of parliament were de- 
molished—London Tit-Bits. 


AN ABRIDGED BIBLE. 


Onlr the Two Cover* ataa* a Few 


Tatter* Were LefC 


_At a gathering of several ministers

"So I started," said Edison, "after 


carefully folding up the check, and 
went toward Wall street. So uncer- 
tain was I in regard to that way of 
doing business that I thought while 
on the way that If any man should 
come up to me and offer me two crisp 
$1,000 bills for that piece of paper I 
would give him the check very quick- 
ly."

the cashier. "How would you like your 
money—in what shape?"
